THE voyage of the bark Don, which 
arrived yesterday morning,, was 
an eventful one. A rip-roaring, 
mutinous crew filled the forecastle, 
broached cargo and drank greedily of 
beer, porter and stout consigned to 
Victoria, attempted bloody murder In 
their debauches, mutinied and threat- 
ened the lives of master and mates. 

With a loaded revolver in his hand, 
Captain Roach sat for 36 hours on Sep- 
tember 17-1S. at the forecastle 
door, after stating with calm 
intent that he would kill the next man 
who went to the hold to break the 
liquor cases. Meanwhile, with ribald 
song, lighting and shouting, the fore- 
castle hands made excitement until 
sleep overcame them and the intoxi- 
cation wore orr. 

Murder Attempted 
Off Cape Horn, when the vessel hove 
to In rough weather, under storm top- 
sails, murder was attempted. Aft, In 
the cabin, Captain Roach and Mate 
Mills— the latter unable to move with 
his frost-bitten limbs— heard calls for 
help and an agonizing cry of "Murder!" 
Captain Roach rushed from the cabin 
In time to prevent the riotous crew 
from throwing overboard a Spaniard 
named Hople, whose crime was that he 
had refused to drink. With his body 
dragging on the deck and bumping 
over spars were three Intoxicated men 
clinging to the legs of the Spanish sea- 
man. They had dragged him to the 
lee scuppers and were lifting him to 
heave him overboard when the captain 
arrived. 

"Here! What are you going to do?" 
shouted the captain. 

"Throw the blamed Spaniard over- 
board," replied the ringleader. "Now, 
over with him, mates!" 

Saved by Captain 

The captain rushed at the would-be 
murderers and with a struggle he 
forced them to drop their unconscious 
victim to the deck. With the assist- 
ance of the second mate and boat- 
swain, the skipper carried the Span- 
iard to the cabin, where he was 
stretched on the floor of the storm 
tossed ship. He seemed dead. At 
tempts to revive him wore unsuccess- 
ful for nearly half an nour. 

The drunken seamen, sitting in kan 
garoo court on Hople, had, led by the 
ringleaders, s|iouted "Death to the 
dago!" After broaching the cargo 
they had brought six Dottles of beer to 
Hopie, who, with another seaman 
named Gray, had been the only ones 
to refuse to drink. The beer was 
brought to Hoplo's bunk and put In. 

"Drink, you dago!" said the ring- 
leader, aptly named Alfred Tough. 
Spaniard Draws Knife 

Hoplo refused to drink. Finally he 
did so under pressure. Then, when 
further indignities were nttempted, he 
drew a knife.. 

"Draw a knife, will you, you blank- 
etedy blank, blank dago!" shouted the 
seamen, and a moment later the Span- 
iard was on his back, being dragged 
through the forecastle door, bumped 
over the stoop and bruised on the 
deck. The laughter of inebriated men. 
cries of agony and general uproar 
brought the captain from the cabin 
with a rush, and poor Hopie was saved 
from being drowned in the Ice-laden 
water off Cape Horn. 

Luckless Voyage 

The whole voyage was replete with 
incident. The Don left Glasgow with 
general cargo, including cement, gro- 
ceries, rifles, cartridges and liquors, 
Including whiskey, rum, beer, porter 
and stout, for Victoria and Vancouver. 
2'1-i days ago. 

Soon after leaving the Scottish port 
the vessel was In collision with a 
French sailing ship In trie Irish Chan- 
nel, and both vessels were badly in- 
jured. No one was killed, but three 
members of the Don's crew were in- 
jured and taken ashore for treatment. 
Helplessly Adrift

lower forerigglng and topmasts carried 
away. She was picked up, helplessly 
adrift, In the Irish Channel and towed 
Into Plymouth five days after starting. 
Repairs were effected at. Plymouth, and 
the second 'mate left to give evidence 
at the inquiry. The bark then con- 
tinued Iter voyage, and after a smart 
and uneventful run reached Monte- 
video, where It was found necessary 
to land Captain Jaffray, who was suf- 
fering from Bright's disease, from 
which he has sinee recovered. The 
owners wired to Captain Roach, mate, 
to take charge, and Daniel P. Mills 
was shipped as chief officer. The voy- 
age was then continued, live days after 



the captain was landed, and the vessel 
made her way to the Horn without in- 
cident. 

Crew Breaks Locker 

Things happened fast then, It was 
August, the mid-winter month off the 
southern Cape of Storms, and there 
was much float Ice. On August S 
there was a strong wind and heavy 
sea, and the bark was hove to under 
reefed topsails. Then, it seems, the 
crew was broaching cargo, entering 
Hit.' 'tween decks where the cases of 
beer, porter and stout were stored, by 
way of the chain locker; but the offi- 
cers were all unaware that the men 
w.ve getting at the Intoxicants. 

From the Log Book 

Chief Officer Mills' log reads: "Au- 
gust ti. At (3:30 a. in. I received orders 
from the captain to make a reef in the 
main topsails and get ready for going 
about. The watch was then engaged in 
getting coals from the hold for the cook. 
At seven bells we proceeded to lift the 
>anl. Some of the crew looked intoxi- 
cated; especially one whom I presumed 
to be paralytic drunk. Two of the men 
pulled and dragged him from the boat- 
swain's bunk, where iie was lying in a 
helpless and speechless condition. -»s i 
only joined the ship at Montevideo 1 
was not aware at this time of the nature 
of her cargo; hut L afterwards found 
that Intoxicating beverages had been 
stored in the forward part of the lower 
hold." 

Two Days' Debauch 

It seems that the men of the foc'sle 
had picked the lock of the chain locker 
and made their way through into tin 
'tween decks. They had forced th 
phinkf of the bulkhead separating tin 
chain locker from the 'tween decks and 
pried open cases of beer — good Englisl 
bottled beer— they found there. Then, 
immediately, the foc'sle became noisy 
Sonic; of the men wore singing chanteys; 
others using oaths. For tVo days the 
debauch continued, while the Don rolled 
in a strong sea off Cafe* Horn, with her 
cordage swathed in thn-j; ice. The chief 
nfllcer was frost-bitte* and confined to 
his hunk. On AflgUSl 8, it seemed as 
though murder would die done. It was 
then that the attempt was made to 
heave Hopio. the SP'.miard, into the sen 
Of this the mate writes in his log book 
"August 8. Heard a great noise for 
ward. 1 went and looked and snw three 
men drugging one of the sailors along 
the deck, and someone was shoutin 

'I'll throw the overboard.' 

Threatens to Murder All 
"I found all hands forward in 
drunken state. I had reason to believe 
the cargo had been broached a second 
time. In the evening, ■when 1 was on 
watch, one of the men came aft to the 
poop and asked the captain to give him 
a drink, as he was very had, and if the 
captain did not give him a drink he 
would murder all hands on hoard." 

Cnpt. Roach said of this incident: "1 
was sitting having my breakfast in the 
cabin when 1 heard an awful noise, cries 
of 'Help!' 'Murder!' and shoutin

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ran out and found three men dragging 
n Spaniard, named Hopio, an able sea- 
man, along the deck. They had him in 
the lee scuppers then. I shouted as 1 
ran toward them 'What are you going 
to do'.' - and they replied with oaths, 
"Heave him overboard.' They seemed 
determined to murder this man. With 
great trouble and with whnl assistance 
I could get — the chief oflleer was con- 
fined to his bunk — I gol the man from 
the drunken seamen. He was uncon- 
scious and I thought they had killed him. 
We carried him to the cabin, where we 
worked on him for thirty minutes be- 
fore he regained consciousness. He was 
almost gone." 

Narrow Escape 

While the crew were drunk after 
broaching the cargo, olf the Horn, the 
Don had a narrow escape from driving 
ashore off what seamen know as False 
Cape Horn, that is, Horn island. The 
ship was frozen up al that lime. Every 
rope was about, ten times its usual thick- 
ness with coated ice, ami Iho vessel, un- 
der storm topsails, was practically help- 
less, especially as the crew were' drunk 
fin-ward. The vessel was drifting shore 
ward before the wind, and was within 
a few miles from the land. There was 
another vessel inside the Don, which 
seemed, at first, to ho ashore. A fortu- 
nate change of wind saved I»o t Ii vessels 
and they managed to wear off. 

Danger of Fire 
This was not the only danger of the 
vessel. There was a far greater risk 
of lire and explosion. After broaching 
(he cargo and becoming intoxicated, with 
i what idea the captain does not know, 
I but presumes it lo have been armed 
mutiny, the crew started to broach some 
cases of rides which were in the 'tween 
decks. For light the drunken men had 
wa.c matches, which they had also looted 
from the cargo, and on examination it 
was shown thai they had dropped 
matches into the straw from the beer 
cases. Chaired matches were found ly- 
ing among the si raw. That, the vessel 
did not take fire and the Haines reach 
the explosives in the hold the officers 
think little short: of marvelous. 

Beer Suffers Most 
The tastes of the mutinous crew were 
not confined to (he intoxicants in the 
hold of the Don. They also broached 
marmalade, jam, pickles, and other 
viands. But the beer suffered most. 
Over two thousand bottles of boor, as 
well as considerable porter and stout 
were consumed in the foc'sle of the Don. 
Begs Like a Dog 
There was constant mutiny, and fear 
of attempts on the lives of the officers. 
Tlioy were constantly watchful. Chief 
Officer Mills, said: "I had almost to 
beg like a dog to get the men to do 
necessary work. II was 'Will you do 
this or that,' and in reply I'd' got a 
siring of oaths, and 'Excuse me, you 
hlankedy-bhuik hoho.' If a squall came

A building 100 feet by 32 feet houses 
the saws and rough dressing machinery. 
The site owned by the company extends 
over five acres, giving them the largest 
Storage space of any mfjl owners in 
Victoria. 

The sawmill is a double-Moored struc- 
ture with concrete foundations set right 
on tlie edge of the water. It is specially 
constructed to resist lire and is devoted 
entirely to machinery for handling the 
lumber. The planing mill will be com- 
pleted in a few weeks' time, all the fit- 
tings and machinery being on the ground. 

The company owns extensive timber 
limits at Oyster bay and has established 
its own logging camp at Oyster river. 

It will thus be seen that an important 
addition to Victoria's industries has been 
made and one that will add considerably 
to the growing importance of the city as 
a manufacturing and industrial centre. 



SURPRISES IN STORE. 

New Cabinet in France Begins Forma- 
tion of Its Policy. 

Paris, Oct. 24. — The Clemencenu cab- 
inet has begun the formulation of its 
programme and (he indications are that 
it will be very broad and that possibly 
some surprises) are in store. In well- 
informed circles the impression prevails 
that the plans of the government in- 
clude, besides the complete carrying out 
of the law providing for the separation 
of church and state, legislation abolish- 
ing workmen's pensions upon reaching 
a certain age, state purchase of the 
western nnd some of the southern rail- 
roads, and the creation of a state monop- 
oly of petroleum nnd alcohol. The draft 
of the budget as presented by the budget 
commission under the Sarrien ministry, 
which has been bitterly assailed, espe- 
cially by M. Poicnro, the ex-foreign min- 
ister, as being improperly balanced, will 
probably be resisted.

THE LOGGING DIFFICULTY. 

Government I3 Now Considering a 
Proposal from J. S. Emerson. 

It is announced by the Vancouver 
News-Advertiser that the provincial gov- 
ernment and .1. S. Emerson, logger and 
millman of Vancouver, are negotiating a 
settlement in connection with the suits 
brought against the hitter by the gov- 
ernment in which Mr. Merersou won. 
The entire trouble arose over the in- 
tention of Mr. Fmersou to export cer- 
tain iogs cut on the northern mainland. 
Alleging that export would bo in con- 
travention of the Timber Manufacture 
Act passed at the last session of the 
legislature, I he government seized over 
ten thousand feet of logs. 

Following this action Mr. Emerson 
secured a writ of replevin. The gov- 
ernment moved to set the writ aside, 
but judgment went, against the Crown. 
The government then served notice of 
intention to appeal to the privy coun- 
cil next year. The various suits dragged 
along for 11 period of months, and Emer- 
son's logs were tieil up during that time. 
Ho advanced claims to damages, and de- 
clared his intention of commencing suits 
against the government if the privy coun- 
cil dismissed the appeal. 

It is learned that Mr. Emerson has 
offered to make a set I lenient if the gov- 
ernment will pay all his legal expenses 
and give him besides the sum of $11,- 
000. This offer is now before the gov- 
ernment for consideration.

It is said the 
Indians absolutely refused to return to 
their reservation and declared they were 
going to Dakota. Major Grierson, it is 
stated, has determined lo await re- 
inforcements before trying to force the 
baud, as the cowboys report that tho 
Utes are holding night dances and arc 
in 11 mood for trouble. 



Fire Follows Collision and Crew 
of Hastings Escape in 
Life Boats 



Now York, Oct. 24.— The small freight 
steamer Hastings, bound from New 
York to New Havon, -was burned and 
sunk in Long Island Sound, off Stam- 
ford, Conn., this morning. Her crow 
of cloves got away in a lifeboat and were 
picked up and brought to New York on 
board the steamer Middletown. The 
Hastings is reported to have boen load- 
ed with steel. About 4 o'clock this 
morning, -when off Stamford the 
Hastings collided with nn unknown 
schooner and owing to the tipping of the 
steamer a lantern was upset which tot 
her on fire. When it became evident 
that the steamer could not bo saved the 
crew took to their boats. TJie steamer 
Middletown, from Hartford, sighted the 
burning steamer and went to the rescue 
of the crow. Before the Middletown 
proceeded on her way her officers saw 
tho Hastings sink. The extent of the 
damage suffered by the schooner in tho 
collision is unknown to the crew of the 
steamer as she quickly disappeared in the 
darkness and the crew of the Hastings 
wero too busy to give any attention to 
her. 



POSSE CAPTURES BANDITS. 

Robbers of tho Bank at Sawyor, N. D., 
Are Takon After a Fight. 

Minot, N. D., Oct. 24.— After a chase, 
lasting 30 hours, tho sheriff's posso last 
night captured live bandits who robbed 
the Sawyer, N. D. bank early Monday 
morning when a battle ensued with citi- 
zens during which 800 shots were fired, 
the robbers getting away with $4,300. 
The men woro discovered on a farm near 
hero. Escape was ottempled and In a 
fight which followed, one robber was 
wounded in tho leg. Another ran into a 
slough with $900 in gold and bills and 
dropped the money into the water. Mon- 
ey was also scattered on the prairie by 
tho bandits. Chief of Police Hagen re- 
covered ?li,000 of the money. Four of 
the captured men are young nnd well 
dressed, none being over 25 years of age. 
The money was being carried in bags 
and was composed of gold nnd bills, all 
the heavy silver having been thrown 
away.

EXTRAORDINARY DOCTRINE. 

One of those extraordinary things, for 
•which it is to he hoped "the Hon. Mr. 
il'erapleniHii is not responsible," appeared 
in the Times of Tuesday. The import- 
ant pari o£ the sentence was as follows: 

-As emphasizing the point that any 
government in the future will be direful 
about meddling with a matter, which 
public opinion in the East thinks should 
,lie left nloiie, we quote from several of 
prominent newspapers." 

Then follow quotations in regard to 
the altitude of this province on the bet- 
ter terms question. So the view of our 
contemporary is that public opinion in the 
(East, its expressed in the newspapers, is 
The court of hist resort in matters vital 
to the interests of this province. We 
think that the Times will lind that Brit- 
ish Columbia is old enough, big enough 
and strong enough to stand on its own 
feet and speak for itself, irrespective of 
what public opinion in the East lias to 
say about it. For nearly ten years the 
people of this province have clamored 
for better terms, and for the first time 
in the agitation we are told by the lead- 
ing Liberal paper of the province that 
-ive must be very careful in future about 
meddling with such things. We must 
■wail until the spirit of fair play inspires, 
sny. the Toronto tJlobe, or the Montreal 
jGazctle. or the Halifax Chronicle to tell 
us what we have n right I" ask. When 
air. iJIncdonald next hands a resolution 
to Mr. McBricle, dealing with our claims 
on the Dominion, he will insert a pre- 
amble, we presume, asserting that pub- 
lic, opinion in the East has been sound- 
ed, and we are safe to meddle. If he 
does not, he must expect to be classed 
by our contemporary with the blunder- 
ers, poseurs, and so on. about whom it 
is so fond of talking. 

In all seriousness such a sentiment as 
that quoted, has never before appeared 
in a British Columbia paper, and there 
is no public man in the province who 
Would have the hardihood to utter it on 
a platform. Me vr< 'ild be hissed from 
the hall. The harm ttie tiling does is not 
local. Here we know what value to at- 
tach to the utterances of the Times; but 
ill the East it is not known that our 
contemporary denies Mr. Templemnn's 
responsibility I'm- its utterances, and 
■what it says will be quoted as express- 
ins the views of British Columbia's rep- 
resentative in the cabinet. In this way 
much mischief may be dime. 

PROVINCIAL SUBSIDIES. 

The Toronto Globe renews the dlscii* 
si. hi .if piovinoial subsidies, and express- 
es ;ho opinion that the adjustment of 
inequn 'it 'es mighl rather bo in the way 
nf leveling down than leveling up. We 
are nut disposed to verbal criticism, but 
the Globe's observation suggests the 
though; that in the leveling down pro- 
cess Oi tti rio ami Quebec would Haul 
themselves deprived of the exceptional 
nilvuni age they derived under the terms 
of ecu federation. Kor example. Nova 
Scot>a has reached the Until nf her per 
capita subsidy.

She 
cm nevei, under ibe original terms get 
mow than S.'lji i.i ion ; , year from this 
source. 1 Even if her population should

, lmpi'ep.K'; thai when the union was 
formed their populations exceeded a mil- 
lion. On the other hand, if there was a 
leveling up. .-ill the provinces might hope 
in course or time to gel as much per 
cn pi til subsidy as the two just men- 
tioned. 

Continuing its argument, the Globe 
(ian is that the efl'ecl of the subsidies 
is to free the provincial governments 
from ti c responsibility of collecting rev- 
enue. We shall mil undertake In say 
how flic tliis is in respect to the lOnst - 
ei. i Provinces, hut examination of the 
revenue of this province will show that 
it ib-i s not apply to British Columbia. 
The total revenue, which ihis province 
collects is about $2,000,000; the total 
ninoiml received from the Dominion is 
$y00,000. The revenue lax ami timber 
dues together exceed what we receive 
from liic federal exchequer. It must be 
obvious to the Globe thai Hie II mount 
■wll'ell we get from Ottawa is not much 
of an incentive to extravagance, 

Our contemporary repeats its stnie- 
jlienl that this province lias freely wasted 
its heritage, which it. describes as the 
richest owned by any of the provinces. 
The richness may be conceded, and be- 
cniise of it the Dominion would find it 
exceedingly profitable to expend largely 
in works for the development of the 
prnvime. But the case ngalnsl us of 
squandering our resources cannot he 
made out. "Her timber and mineral re- 
m'uuvum properly administered would 
yield a revenue away beyond all the rca- 
nonnble demands of the provincial admin- 
istration';" This is a statement, which 
flic Globe, cannot substantiate. Most 
people, who know anything of business 
conditions here; will tell our contem- 
porary that milling and lumbering in this 
proymci.' are tn.\o4»*|iiito ns much as bus- 
iness will bear. "But her public men," 
adds our contemporary, "have preferred 



to waste this heritage and nppenl to the 
Djminum for nto. "Let it he known that 
til'! appia; has been made for the Inst 
tim.'." "lie Colonist invites its liberal 
contemporaries lo join with it in de- 
claring; for the information of the Globe 
and air others, that* the appeal for jus- 
lice has not been heard for the last time; 
and it also asks them to unite with us 
in savin-- that, admitting the. most, that 
can he truthfully urged in regard to the 
disposition of its lands by this province, 
the uiLci'cy or our claim for better treat- 
ment lias not been occasioned thereby. 
Too cnly "squandering" that can be laid 
to 'he charge of our provincial minis- 
tries is in connection with certain hind 
subsidies ;u railways, ft is easy to be 
wise after lee fact, but at the time these 
subsidies were given they apparently af- 
ford e I tli? only means whereby railway 
coiist n.ctio i could be secured, mid the 
proviir." derives just as much from the 
timber cut and the minerals taken from 
such hinds, as It would have done, if 
tlie title to them had remained in the 
Cr - ) vu There have been some fairly 
acute political critics in the British Co- 
lutubi i legislature, and a very critical 
pvis, In! never yet has it been alleged 
in lilts province that our demand for 
botte" terms arose from the squandering 
of the public domain. Our Toronto con- 
temporary does not understand the sub- 
ject whlill it essays to discuss. 

THAT NEW PARTY. 

Some estimable people in Si. John, 
and some others of the same type in 
Toronto and in Vancouver are talking 
very loud about a new party in federal 
politics. Tlie exact nature of the pro- 
paganda for which it is to stand has 
not yet. been disclosed, and its numeri- 
cal strength lias not been slated. It 
has readied thai stage in the process of 
incubation, when its foster father, the 
true and only discoverer of "The Star 
in the KhsI," Mr. Hilly McLean, M. I'. 
I can only do it justice by printing things 
about it on the front page of his paper 
with borders around them. And thus 
the work goes on. The Guardian, if 
Vancouver, is disposed to dispute the 
Toronto man's claim to he the origina- 
tor of the new movement, and says it is 
responsible in the premises. Perhaps ii 
is. While it seems hardly possible lo 
regard the so-called new party very se- 
riously, in view of the sources from 
which it originates, there are some 
things said by its advocates, that are 
well worth considering. For example, 
the Guardian tells us that Responsible 
Government at Ottawa has- degenerated 
into a servile following by the dominant 
party of whatever the Premier and a 
few of his closest advisers determine 
upon. There is much truth in this, but 
unfortunately the same thing is true of 
all political organizations, in every coun- 
try, and. unless human nature in the 
new party is to be developed along dif- 
ferent lines from what we have been 
accustomed lo see. we fear it will not be 
any different when Mr. McLean and his 
friends gel upon the treasury benches. 
At the same lime it is only too true that 
administrations are steadily growing 
I more and more autocratic, that we ore 
drifting away from tlie cardinal prin- 
ciples of our system, and that an effort 
ought to be made to gel hack to them 
again. Hut it seems to us that tlie way 
I In do Ihis is by reforming the old parties. 

not by creating a new one. Let there 
1 lie greater freedom of expression within 
! the parties; let newspapers supporting 
In government insist thai they have a 
I right to have their ideas respected; bo 
members of parliament and the legisla- 
tures do the same thing. Parties would 
be all the stronger, and ministries all 
the more successful, if this were done.

THE GRANBY REPORT. 

The report of the Granby Consoli- 
dated Mining. Smelting and Power 
Company, submitted to the company 
this month and showing the transac- 
tions oi the year ending June H0. is 
very Interesting reading. The ten- 
naKc of ore smelted during the year 
was s :{ L' . U 4 r, tons, yielding 19.939,004 
pounds of line copper. HHi.lMT ounces 
of silver and r>n.ii"n ounces of sold, the 
mini value of which was $4,751,058.69, 
which is a little over $5 per ton. The 
working expenses amounted to $2,697,- 
164.31 and foreign ores to the value of 
$230,276.83 were purchased, making the 
total cost nf operating $2,927,441.64, and 
leaving a net profit tor the year of 
$1,823,617.05, The company curried 
over a cash surplus from the previous 
year of $1,554,876.27; but It disbursed 
in exploration expenses $20,875,71 mid 
paid out in dividenos $810,000, which 
! loft a net surplus on June 30 of 
I $2,647,736.61. The assets of t ho com- 
pany total at $16,161,641.88. The cap- 
ital stock Issued amounts lo $1:1,50(1,000. 
We cannot know, of course, what the 
shareholders paid for the stock, and 
have therefore no moans of judging 
what the mine litis paid upon the 
amount Invested by them; but on the 
supposition that it stands Its holders 
liar, the property is a good one and Is 
about as potent an advertisement Brit- 
ish Columbia could desire. A ii per 
cent, dividend with nearly $1,000,000 
carried forward to the credit of the 
company Is about as promising a thing 
as can be asked, especially as the ex- 
ploratory work lias exposed large de- 
posits of ore. The exceptional pros- 
perity of the company Is due naturally 
to some extent to the high price of 
copper, the average having boon 
ti little over 17 cents; but the net sur- 
plus of the year shows that the mine 
would have been very profitable If 
copper had ruled much lower. As the 
prospects are thnt the price will not 
materially decline from the present 
quotation of 21 cents, the future of 
low-grade mines, provided the ore is 
I present in quantity, would seem to he 
assured, under present management.

ELECTRICITY II THE 
YUKON GOAL DISTRICT 



Advices have been .received from the 
Anglo-American Arctic exploration ex- 
pedition which left Victoria in (May last 
on board the schooher rjuches's of B'eo- 
ford, formerly the .sealing schooner Bea- 
trice, dated from Port 'Hope, Alaska, on 
July 25. Two letters were received by 
Capt. Otto Buckholtz of this city, who 
wrote to the explorers regarding ar- 
rangements to be made by him for a 
relief expedition in the event of the fail- 
ure of the schooner to return to Victoria 
in 1008. Not much news was given, 
other than has been already published, 
with regard to the trip to Hie borders 
of the Arctic, where the explorers in- 
tend to seek for nn extensive area of 
land they believe to exist in the Beau- 
fort sea. 

The schooner had a good trip to Port 
Hope, although encountering several 
blows and on one occasion having a nar- 
row escape from stranding during fog. 
There was. too, some incipient trouble 
on board, Mr. Parker, who shipped from 
here as mate, and the cook refused duty 
when the vessel was at Teller City, 
Alaska, on July 15. They wanted to 
see an olllcer of the U. S. revenue cutter 
Thetis, but finally, under threat of irons 
on hoard the revenue cutter and impris 
onment on return, they agreed to "turn 
to" on the understanding that they 
would he paid off at Point Barrow. The 
cook became intoxicated during a trip 
ashore and two Norwegian sailors were 
sent to bring him on board bodily. 

On July N in Bering straits fog was 
encountered and the schooner was in 
ten fathoms of water before the danger 
was realized, and the vessel was in four 
fathoms before she was worked oil 
shore. The explorers had the anchors 
ready to let go when they managed to 
wear off. A dozen dogs for the trip 
over the ice were secured at St. Law- 
rence islam!, where, as stated, a call 
was made for that purpose.' 

Ernest K. Leflingwell, one of the 
Heads of the expedition, wrote to Capt. 
Buckholtz as follows:

tell how satisfied they were with his 
work in that regard. 

Before tile explorers sailed from Vic- 
toria Capt. Buckholtz prepared consid- 
erable data for them, going over the 
itinerary of the voyage thoroughly and 
pointing out t he best course, etc. 

After leaving the point from which 
the letters were written the schooner 
will navigate about the fringe of the 
Arctic ice pack toward Bank's islnnd, 
and from that point to Minto inlet, 
Prince Albert Land, where the winter 
quarters will be located. Capt. Buck- 
holtz is well satisfied with the progress 
of the expedition. He says it was not 
thought that Port Hope would be reach- 
ed until August 15.

In conversation with a Free Press 
representative at the ■ Uoyal Alexandra 
hotel last evening Mr. Ciiuniberlnin 'men- 
tioned • that they had just left Oxford 
university and were now making a tour 
through Canada, India, Japan and back 
through the United States, lie did not 
expect to see Jiingland again until next 
June. The present occasion was the 
first that he had traveled outside of 
Europe. .Mr. Chamberlain has many 
friends in Canada, his mother being the 
eldest daughter of the late Col. Arthur 
Williams, who succumbed to wounds re- 
ceived ia the Northwest rebellion, and 
brother of Col. Victor Williams, who 
commanded the Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice, and is now living at Kingston, Out. 

As lo his uncle, the visitor remarked 
that he had come across reports that the 
statesman was very sick, which was 
absolutely untrue. "He has had a bad 
uttack of the gout," be added, "but it is 
not enough to interfere with his leading 
position in his party. He is merely hav- 
ing a rest, nnd will not do anything 
probably until after the winter. *As to 
the progress of the tariff policy we are 
getting on very well in the way of edu- 
cating the working classes. Of course 
we do not do much in the House of 
Commons, because we, are such a small 
party." 

Asked as to the possibility of his uncle 
visiting Canada, Mr. Chamberlain said: 
"He has such a lot to do in England I 
think it would do him a lot of good if 
he would come. 1 know this, however, 
that Canadian opinion weighs verv 
strongly witli him.'' 

Mr. Chamberlain. commented upon the 
modern character of Winnipeg and said 
he concurred in the view of most Cana- 
dians that the Dominion had the most 
wonderful possibilities in the world.

Will Benefit Emigration 

"How wiii the new Irish Land Act 
affect emigration to Canada?" Mr. 
O' Kelly was asked. 

"11 will alfect.it beneficially in several 
way," replied Mr. 0' Kelly. "The Brit- 
ish Imperial government has voted the 
sum of one hundred and twelve million 
sterling at '.i 1-2 per cent lo aid the ten- 
ants in buying out some of the land- 
holders of Ireland. One of the provis- 
ions of the new law is thai a farm of 
CiO acres shall not be subdivided. Under 
Other conditions d small farm of CO 
acres might be subdivided, live acres 
going to one sou, eight to another, and 
so on. By this means the farm would 
be ruined, no one getting any goo,! of it. 
Under the new law, these small farms 
cannot be subdivided. The resull is that 
a class of Irish people having farms of 
this class are very anxious to hear about 
Canadian lands which are available, so 
that they can secure it for their children. 
The law lias not yet really begun its 
operations. When it does a number of 
land owners will get the equity in their 
land and will then be ready to leave 
for Ihe colonies. I anticipate thai a 
reasonable percentage of these Irish 
farmers will certainly come to the Do- 
minion. I would say of Ibis class of 
fanners thai there are none better iii ihe 
world. They know how to farm and 
they know how to manage. They are 
splendid citizens, men of high character 
and strong connections. Canada could 

scarcely gel too uy of them. 

Movement Best in Good Years 

"Contrary to the general conviction, it 
is it, the good years thai the en, ignition 
to Canada is the heaviest In th,. poor 
yours the people leaving Ireland are 
those whose passage is prepaid in the 
States where so ninny Irish people hnve 
friends. In the good years our people 
have the money ai)d can conic to ('iin- 
ada.

Apropos of the announcement the 
other day of the advance of the Bank of 
England to per cent, and the news of 
the troubles affecting banking institu- 
tions in eastern Canada, the following 
circular issued by the banking house of 
Henry Clews & Co., New York, under 
date of October 20th, will be read with 
iutevc.it ny many: 

"The sudden and unexpected advance 
in the Bank of England rate came like 
a In mb.shell in tho market. Tho bank 
rote is now (! per cent, the highest rate 
since the Baring failure sixteen years 
ago. This step was, of course, necessi- 
tated by the impoverished condition of 
the Bank of England reserve, and the 
prospect of fresh demands upon its stock 
of gold from Egypt and the United 
S'-iie.:. The decline in foreign exchange 
in this market on Thursday was a plain 
int<mr.tion of our intention to draw more 
g.dd from tho other side, and the nd- 
vnnco in the bank rate was undoubtedly 
in sheet self defence. The consequences 
of this action can hardly be predicted at 
this writing. Its effect upon stock spec- 
ulation must bo unfavorable, and prices 
must fali more or less in consequence. 
We have, for the time being at least, 
used up all available supplies of money 
and our credit system is greatly extend- 
ed; not perhaps to the limit of soundness, 
yet quite up to the margin of safety. It 
means that thero is an end coming to 
reckless speculation, and that nothing 
but liquidation of greater or less sever- 
ity can restore equilibrium. 

"We havo had our high rate money 
troubles this fall; now England and Ger- 
many are apparently having theirs. The 
Bank of England's supply of gold is 
lower than at any Lime for the past 
thirteen years and is at least $50,000,- 
00ft less than it was ten years ago, not- 
withstanding that during that lime Eng- 
land has received from South Africa 
and Australia vast amounts. The 
United States and France meantime 
have materially increased their gold 
holdings. GorAiany's war chest is sup- 
posed to hold a very large sum of gold 
as n reserve in case of war. This, how- 
ever, tnke.s it entirely out of range for 
any other use. Russia has a vast sum 
of hoarded gold, which is not surpassing 
owing to the distrust thnt has long pre- 
vailed in that country, and the Russian 
treasury must ub?o,h'iive a largo amount 
of gold as a back \ng to provide for 
emergencies. Still,' considering the big 
output of gold for the last several years; 
which is constantly on the increase ow- 
ing to the new machinery and methods 
to extract it, there is nn immense quan- 
tity of the world's gold to be accounted 
for. It is true that with the extrava- 
gance of tho age in' which we live, tho 
arts in. various nations are consuming 
a great amount; yet the disappearance 
of a good denl is a mystery. 

"The slock market has worn a tired 
appearance. Occasional)' spasms of 
strength were infused into a few of the 
specialties; but these appeared to be of 
a purely temporary character, and it is 
quite evident that stocks are being quiet- 
ly fed out by the largo holders on every 
favorable opportunity. The most serious 
impediments to bullish operations are 
the political and monetary problems. The 
latter did show some improvement, hut 
the prohibition of further imports by 
the advance in interest rates abroad will 
mean the shifting back of many of these 
loans to this side as they mature. Until 
the middle of January, at least, some 
very skillful piloting will havo to be 
done by those who control the New York 
money market, if we are to avoid fur- 
ther serious stringency. Contraction and 
not expansion should be the order of the 
day. Crop demands seem to be at their 
height, and funds seem disposed to re- 
turn slowly from the interior, especially 
in view of the general activity in busi- 
ness. This week special demands were 
made by Canada, owing to bank difficul- 
ties in that section. The amount re- 
quired was not large, yet it was quite 
BUfficient to perceptibly harden the 
rales for call money. Time money is 
somewhat easier, and Ibis is the best 
feature in the entire financial situation. 
The political campaign is now nt Its 
height and both sides are awaiting the 
Bnnl outcome. Very important issues 
of nn economic nature are at stake, and 
the results of the congressional elections 
will he quite as import ant: and signili 
cant as the result of the contest in Hie 
state of New York. The feelings against 
great corporations which have abused 
their privileges is running high in all 
parts of the country; and is almost cer- 
tain to express itself lit the coming elec- 
tions in support of the socialistic and 
semi-socialistic ideas which are spread- 
ing so rapidly. After elections congress 
will soon reopen and stuck market opera- 
tions will again he held in suspense until 
the new trend of politics can be somo- 
wliat determined. The administration 
seems to be resolutely aggressive in its 
contest against corporation misdeeds; a 
policy, needless lo say, disliked by the 
leaders of our great corporations, but 
intensely popular witli the people. Until 
the outlook clears in these two lields 
(the money market and politics) there is 
little prospect of any genuine improve- 
ment in the stock market. At the same 
time, it must not he forgotten that gen- 
eral business continues wonderfully ac- 
tive. Orders for iron and steel products 
arising from the activity in all forms 
of construction are simply marvelous. 
The railroads are naturally the largest 
buyers; and since they are forced into 
the iron market in order to meet the 
urgent demands of traffic, they simply 
reflect the nation's tremendous activity. 
In all deportments of business a heavy 
volume of trade is being done. Mer- 
chants are generally in a cautious mood, 
owing to the present high level of prices, 
high interest rates and the fear of any 
sudden cheek in demand. Moreover, 
cofits of production are exceedingly high, 
owing to the advances in raw materials 
and labor, and in spite of a greatly ox- 
tended condition of credit, of much in- 
flation in values, and of the reckless 
speculation in copper properties and real 
estate, there arc no serious signs as yet; 
of important business reaction, On the 
contrary, the outlook is still hopeful, 
provided prices are not: pushed higher 
and speculation is kept within reasonable 
bounds. 

"Our foreign trade continues of record- [ g 
breaking proportions. " ~ 



our imports reached .?102,000,UOO, a 
slight increase - over the same time last 
year; while' our exports amounted to 
oyer Inst year. This left us nn excess 
of exports for the .monlh of $30,500,000; 
m, ••-» i ">W),000 more than a year ago. 
-there was a moderate increase of ex- 
ports for the month, hut a large de- 
crease amounting to nearly $7,000,000 
in the shipments of cotton. A good in- 
crease, however, in shipments of man- 
ufacturers' goods left us with a fav- 
orable trade balance in September. The 
falling off in cotton exports is significant, 
inasmuch as the movement of this val- 
uable product was largely relied upon for 
liquidating our foreign obligations. The 
excess of merchandise exports over im- 
ports for nine months of the calendar 
year were 821)0,000,000, as compared 
with $230,000,000 last year. This is, at 
least, satisfactory. The net imports of 
gold during September were 820,100,000, 
against $4,100,000 in 1005. For the nine 
months, the net imports of L'old have 
been $70,000,000, as against net exports 
last, year for the same period of $12.- 
000,000. The gold movement during nine 
months of Ihe calendar year has thus 
been $88,000,000 more in nur favor than 
for the same period of 1905. 

"I advise selling long stocks hereafter 
right ii]) to tho time of ejection on all 
the good rallies. From now on up to 
that: period long stocks will constantly' 
be pouring out owing to the uncertainty 
of the result of the election. The timid' 
will be sellers rather than buyers mean-, 
time and in that way will be removed 
an important force from the bull side of 
the market. The market should bt 
treated simply for the present at least 
as one to trade quickly In. Prices are 
on a pretty high level and people of 
moderate means are not: justified in now 
buying on such a precipice top excepting 
they get in and out quick."

"Second in the list of British Colum- 
bia's economic products is her forest 
wealth. We have 182,750,000 acres of 
forest, and the largest compact area of 
immediately available merchantable tim- 
ber in the world. The most ubundnnt, 
as it is the most valuable, tree in Brit- 
ish Columbia, is the grand Douglas fir 
(Pseudotsuga Douglasii); its range ex- 
tending from the coast to the summit 
of the Hookies, with its best develop- 
ment on Vancouver island. Mere it 
often towers 1100 feet into the air, hav- 
ing a base girth of 50 feet; the best 
averages, however, are loll feet clear of 
■limbs and feet in diameter. Douglas 
fir is our staple timber of commerce. II 
has about the same specific gravity as 
oak, with great strength; to every quar- 
ter of the globe it is exported as dimen- 
sion timber, lumber, spars, masts, piles, 
and for all structural purposes. 

"Our next most important iree is the 
giant arbor vitae or red cedar (thuya 
gigantea), chiefly used in the manufac- 
ture of shingles. The wood of the cedar 
takes a very brilliant polish, and so 
great is the variety of its shadings that 
it is well adopted for interior finishings; 
like all cedars, it lusts well underground. 
In addition to its export value, tho cedar 
is the friend of the settler, inasmuch as 
out of its straight-grained logs he 
build his house, make his furniture, and 
fence his farm, and this with tho use of 
the most primitive of tools only an axe, 
a saw and a froe. it is out of the cedar 
that the Hydab Indians build their won- 
derful war canoes, some which (hollowed 
by fire and rough axe out of a singb 
tree trunk) have an 8-foot beam, an 
(ill feet long, carry the whole family, and 
safely stem the heaviest seas of an open 
ocean. 

"Our third most important tree is the 
spruce, king of all woods for the manu 
fact nre of paper pulp. 

"When we see how history is tuaking 
today, it is with a feeling nt intense sat 
isfactiou that we view our goodly for 
ests; a world's increasing demand for 
lumber in its endless forms, for shingles, 
for wood pulp, and millions upon mil 
lions of acres of primeval forest wast 
ing to supply that demand. It is in- 
deed a matter for congratulation. 

"One feature of the forests of the 
coast is their density. As high as HfM).- 
000 feet of lumber has been taken from 
n single acre, which seems almost un- 
believable to a lumberman of the east, 
where 20,000 is considered not a bad 
average. Nature has made us essen- 
tially a limber country, atmospheric con- 
ditions nre especially favorable to Iree 
growth, and the mildness of our win- 
ters admits of operations being carried 
on throughout the whole year; on the 
other hand, labor is high and the saw- 
mills in British Columbia cost on an 
average of $700 per 1,000 feet of daily 
capacity, 10 hours' running. 

"One of the most promising of our new 
Industries is that of the manufacture 
of wood pulp, and when we consider the 
opinion of Prof. Macoun that Douglas 
lir as well as spruce is a good pulp 
tree, the possibilities of the industry in 
a province where Douglas fir is the dom- 
inant conifer. are obvious. Another 
possible opening for the timber indus- 
try is afforded by the greatly increased 
demand in the mother country and else- 
where for wood blocks for pavements. 
The manufacture of indurated ware, of 
cabinet woods, of turpentine, of varnish, 
of tannin, of second rate structural ma- 
terial, of charcoal, and other bi-prodncts 
suggest valuable potential trade expan- 
sion. 

"Rut when it comes to wood markets, 
the world is our oyster. Contiguous to 
us at the oast is the great northwest, 
the empire's granary. To possess that 
land the brawn of Europe and the brain 
of the United Slates is pressing in, and 
all these people must he housed and 
wanned. Looking to the future of the 
pulp trade, the Australian market will 
be the most important. There are no 
suitable pulping woods on that contin- 
ent, and no water powers, so that Aus- 
tralia Is wholly dependent upon outside 
sources for its supply of paper. If pre- 
ferential trade duties are arranged be- 
tween Canada and Australia — as may 
be possible in the future — dJritish Co- 
lumbia will occupy a position of great 
advantage in competing for the trade; 
for British Columbia is geographically 
the centre of the empire, and facilities 
for our shipping will be iiinterinily in- 
creased by the building of the now 
trans-Canada line, and by the completion 
of Ihe Isthmian canal."

It Is Impossible for 
the Indians to take enough fish during the 
season lu Inst longer than one or two 
months. If the government is to Inter- 
fere with this ancient custom of these 
tribes, tihen they must do one of two 
things. They must either feed the In- 
dia ns or kill them. It would be impos- 
sible to leave them to starve slowly to 
death. 

Invites Chief to Ottawa 

"When I was In Ottawa I explained 
fully to the department the state of the 
question, and after much discussion of the 
matter i sent a telegram to the chief of 
the iBablnes, asking him to come to Ot- 
tawa with Uhe father In charge of the mis- 
sion at Stuart Lake, or to come with me. 
In view of tlie treatment that the In- 
dians received In their dealings with the 
government, I am or the opinion thnt the 
chief will refuse to go to Ottawa. This 
unwillingness arises from the fact that, 
after tile recent trouble, we induced' the 
leaders to surrenler themselves to flic gov- 
ernment in British Columbia, assuring 
(hem that they would not ibe arrested. 
The lenders were arrested, however, and 
were confined to prison until they were 
released on the request of the Dominion 
government after 1 had .made nny repre- 
sentations to the government. 

Indians Were Cunning 

"The Indians showed great cunning In 
their opposition to the representatives of 
the government last summer, They armed 
their women with clubs nnd put them In 
position to defend tlie weir*. The male 
Indians were in the rear nnd had decided 
that they would defend their women.

Then the Bjihllies 
may lie depended on to assert their an- 
cient privilege and will tight If need be 
It Is <-ertain that the government must 
act before that time.

Particulars of-Tragedy Which Shocked 
People of Boundary Country, 

Monday morning the city was startled 
by meagre reports from the West tFork or 
a cold-Wooded shooting affrav at Canul, 
mi Sun, lay might, in which .Ja'nies A. Dale 
killed Peter Godercnu and Joseph (Vile 
and wounded David Smith, savs the boun- 
dary Creek Times. Beyond this little could 
be learned until the West Fork stage 
came In 011 Monday night, .bringing the 
unfortunate Smith, accompanied by Alex- 
ander Hood, an employee at the' Camil 
mine. , 

To a representative of the Times Mr. 
Hood told the details of the tragedy. 

Godereau and Ctllle, both Frenehnien, 

had gc up to Carml on the stage from 

IBeaverdeill on Sunday nigh;. Upon arriv- 
ing there they went to Dale's boarding 
house for supper. During the course of 
meal a quarrel arose, but those present 
did not think It at all serious. After sup- 
per Godereau and Cello, accompanied by 
Smith, wefct to the former's cabin, about 
a quarter of a tulle away, to spend the 
night. This was about half-.past eight. The 
alght was pitchy dark. Suddenly their 
quiet conversation was interrupted by the 
illlne of glass .and a ritle bullet lodged 
in Smith's shoulder. Another crash, and 
Godereau was shot in the neck, while a 
third bullet pierced Celle's breast just be- 
low the .heart. Godereau and Celle died 
almost instantly. Smith retained conscious- 
< and was able to leave the cabin and 
walk to the post office and Inform some 
seven or eight men there of what bad hap 
lened. Meanwhile Dale went Into the 
labln to see Unit bis bloody work was wi ll 
xmipleted, lie then walked toward, the 
►ost office anil .began riddling that with 
luLlets. one of them entering a window, 
but doing no harm. By this time several 
of the men had- secured ride?, and then 
Dale rot.ir.sl to an empty eabla aear by and 
proceedel to bold the crowd at bay. which 
he managed to do until 1 o'clock Monday 
morning, when he escaped to the bills, 
taking with him bis rifle and a supply <>t 
ammunition. 

The bodies of the two victims. G'Odereau 
and Celle. were cared for. while at • 
o'clock Mr. Hood left with Smith for 
("ireenwood. Upon arrival here die victim 
was placed under the eare of 'Dr. S. Op- 
penhelnier, who extracted the bullet. 
Smith's wound Is not considered danger- 
ous, and he will probably have a speedy 
recovery unless blood poisoning sets In. 
Smith is n Scotsman, well known through- 
out this district as "Seotty" Smith. He Is 
about 48 years of age. Godereau was 
aged about S3, and Celle about 19. 

Dale is well known here, having former- 
ly lived in Greenwood. lie has been run- 
ning a ImardlUg house In Carml for some 
time. His relatives are all well respected; 
His uncle. .lames Dale, Is an old prog, 
pector. who Iwiitcd the Carml mine, and 
is the promoter of the Carml townslte. 
Dale's rather was working on Ms claims,

Chicago, Oct. 23.— The Brotherhood of 
Uuiiroud trainmen on behalf of its 
switchmen today presented demands to 
the heads of all railroads entering Chi- 
cago for an eight hour day. Tlie Hrotli- 
erhnod'H action follows that of tlie 
Switchmen's union, which presented sim- 
ilar demands some time ago but the two 
movements are independent. 

The movement, is the most extensive 
attennpted by the railroad organizations 
in ninny" years. Every railroad west of 
Pittsburg and Buffalo, in the United 
States is involved. In Chicago the 23 
trunk lines and the short belt lines and 
private roads owned by corporations are 
called upon to comply with the Smitch- 
men « request. 

The brotherhood's demands were pre- 
sented io the railroads simultaneous in 
a dozen large cities. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 24. — P. H. Mot- 
nssey, grand master of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen, returned from 
Chicago today after presenting to tlie 
railroad companies there tlie switchmen's 
demand for an eight hour day with the 
same pay they are now receiving for 
ten hours' work. 

■Air. Morrissey, when seen at tlie 
Brotherhood headquarters, said: "It is 
improbable that there will be any de- 
velopments for the next ten days, fit the 
expiration of which time bhe railroad 
companies have been asked to grant n 
conference. 

Machinists Strike 

New Orleans, Oct. 24. — Following the 
discharge of ten men by Muster Mechan- 
ic Lcliind, all tlie machinists and labor- 
ers employed by the Southern Pacific at 
Algiers struck today. 

President O'Cohnell of bhe Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists is ex- 
pected to meet in conference with Mr. 
Ilnrrlmun in New York today in the 
hope of securing his personal influence 
to bring about a settlement of the griev- 
ances of the men. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Ocl. 24. — Ninety ma- 
chinists in tlie Koster shops of' the 
Southern railway here walked out be- 
cause 111 strike breakers arrived todav 
from Cincinnati.

After the Minto Cup 

The New Westminster Lacrosse Club 
has practically decided to lake steps lo 
have the Capital Lacrosse Club of Ot- 
tawa deliver the Miuto cup over to the 
trustees. As is well known, the Capiiuis, 
by winning the championship of Cniiada, 
claimed the right to the Minto cup; and 
it is expected that it is now in their 
possession. The New Westminster club 
claims that since the Capitals have 
openly played professional lacrosse they 
are in no way entitled to hold the cup. 

The Minto cup was presented by Lord 
Minto while governor-general of Canada 
us a perpetual challenge cup to encour- 
age t lie national game of Canada; and 
in drawing up the rules to govern the 
contests it is made very clear that the 
cup is only to he contested for by ama- 
teurs, 

The rules governing this phase of the 
contests is as follows: "The trustees 
shall decide upon the amateur standing 
of all competing clubs. Any club chal- 
lenging for the cup must be prepared to 
prove to the satisfaction of the trustees 
that all members intending lo compete 
for tlie cup are bona tide amateurs." 

This is the first season during which 
professional lacrosse lias been adopted 
by the National Association, and it is 
held that the tennis competing in tins 
league have no right whatever to lay 
hold to the cup. Although it has been 
generally conceded that, some of the 
players on the Shamrocks, who have 
held the cup for ninny years past, have 
received money, it is impossible to prove 
any such statement and consequently no 
action has been taken towards having 
them disqualified. Rut now that they 
have openly declared for professionalism 
the .New Westminster players have 
come to ihe conclusion that il is lime 
some action should he tnken to have tlie 
cup contested for by purely amateur 
teams. 

Following the rules the only leagu s 
from which teams would he allow -d to 
compete would be the Mnnilooa aid 
British Columbia leagues; and it i- the 
intention of tlie mainland players to re- 
fer the question lo the trustees. 

The New Westminster team t.as a 
direct interest in the cup. fbT being the 
champions of British Columbia, and, as 
they claim, a purely amateur Learn, ;h •}' 
have the right to challenge. Ac : :. -fling 
In the rules the Westminster team hn- 
taken a correct stand and one that will 
be supported by all lovers of aniateii ■ 
sport in British Columbia. 

Although there is always the state 
meut that the players in the tenuis in 
British Columbia have received money 
for their services, it has never bc°'i 
proved, and till the charge lias been 
proven it will be impossible to call them 
anything else but amateurs. To have 
the ct;p delivered into the safekeeping 
of tlie trustees for competition among 
amateur teams would not only mean a 
boom for New • Westminster but would 
benefit every line of amateur sport in 
this province. 

The fact. 'thai the Minto cup was held 
bj a British Columbia team would go 
a li ng way towards pulling tlie national 
game on a better fooling in this prov- 
ince than il has been for some time. 
Tlie most important point to be consid- 
ered in this ma tier would be that ail 
Eastern teams with .Minto cup aspira- 
tions would have to journey lo British 
'Columbia if they desired to have the 
silverware decorate their clubhouse. To 
British Columbia teams, however, it 
would prove a great boom, as it would 
only require the team to win the cham- 
pionship to win the cup, instead of as at 
present having lo make a two weeks' 
trip to Ottawa. 

From past showings the amateur 
game is the most popular in British Co- 
lumbia. Although professionalism has 
not been tried openly in British Colum- 
bia, there are those who acknowledge 
having received remuneration for their 
services, and it lias been this that lias 
caused the downfall of lacrosse in this 
province. Purely amateur learns will 
create more excitement in British Co- 
lumbia cilies than any professional team 
that can be got together. It is all very 
well to refer to the stir-cess thn! pro- 
fessionalism has made in the East dur- 
ing the past year, lint the lack of popu- 
lation in Ihe British Columbia cilies 
would not provide large enough gate re- 
ceipts to keep a paid team. Again, the 
residents of small cities desire to know 
Ihe players representing their oily so 
that they can address I hem by name, 
which can never be done with a profes- 
sional team. 

The stand that has been taken by the 
New Westminster team is n w'se one 
and will strengthen the hands of Kev. 
W. W. Bolton nl the next meeting of 
the B. C. L>. A. to fight against any 
attempt to introduce professionalism into 
this province.

0. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the said Corporation to dispose of the safit
